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Nigel Harman’s in the house and he seems intent on bringing 
it down, so lock up your daughters (and maybe your sons 
and grannies too), warns Shannon Denny 
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LOCAL LIFE 


E veryone I speak to - women, men, 
children - can’t help themselves 
when I announce I’m going to 
interview Nigel Harman. Some variation 
on the word ‘fit’ tumbles out of their 
mouths without exception. So I know 
to expect more than just another pretty 
face (my unanimous straw poll affirms 
I am to prepare for a pretty physique, 
too), but no one warns me about the 
wit that marks the actor as one of the 
funniest characters who’s ever uttered 
words into the Living South dictaphone. 

Maybe his good humour 
can be traced to the tea 
and biscuits the agent 
keeps delivering, or maybe 
he’s some rare creature who 
thrives on the monotony of 
back-to-back promotional 
interviews with hungry 
journos. I have the number 
three slot of seven for the 
day, and I feel decidedly 
fortunate that, rather than 
fatiguing, he seems to be 
hitting his stride. 

We’re here to talk about 
his role as Lord Farquaad 
in Shrek the Musical. 

“It’s not very often you 
get asked to play a four-foot 
megalomaniac who sings and dances. 

So I thought, ‘Well I doubt if it’s going to 
be offered to me again, I must do this.’” 
When questioned if he’ll use Method 
acting to get into the role, he keeps his 
tongue firmly in his cheek to answer: “I’m 
going in for surgery on Monday. From my 
knees down will be cryogenically frozen 
for the year I’m working in Drury Lane, 
and then I will have them reattached.” 

In spite of the sacrifices, Nigel says 
taking the role was a “no brainer”. “One 
of the directors and the producer I’d 
worked with before, and they’re both 
brilliant. I did Guys and Dolls with one of 
the directors, and then I did a play called 


Three Days of Rain at the Shaftesbury 
with James McEvoy with the producer.” 

Aside from that, the chance to play a 
baddy always appeals: “I find them a little 
bit more interesting, a bit more complex, 
and in this case maybe even occasionally 
funny. It’s very true to the film, except 
there’s more songs in it originally written 
for the show, and the music’s fantastic. 

So for my money, it makes it even better.” 

If your sole exposure to Nigel was his 
two-year stint in Eastenders as Dennis 
Rickman, Dirty Den’s son, this all-singing, 


all-dancing side of the actor might come 
as a surprise. But in fact, he’s spent far 
more of his career treading the boards 
than holed up on the set of a soap. His 
early dramatic training came via The Arts 
Educational School, and after finishing 
there he did a six-month turn performing 
in musicals on cruise ships. Since then 
he’s appeared in major productions from 
A Midsummer Night’s Dream in Regents 
Park Open Air Theatre to the original 
cast of Mamma Mia! and The Exonerated 
at Riverside Studios. 

Difficult though it may be to imagine, 
his talents don’t even end with the ability 
to carry a tune or deliver lines of 
Shakespeare. His bio on IMDb online 


announces the actor is a ‘skilled juggler’ 
as well. So what might one expect 
to see him hurling through the air? 

“Small children, chainsaws, flaming 
flamingos,” he grins. “My dad bought me 
a book, it was about 500 pages long 
on how to juggle. Once you got to about 
page 100 you needed knives and chiffon 
scarves and things to set on fire - so 
I sort of stopped,” he laughs. 

When Nigel’s not grappling with flaming 
chiffon scarves, sport is his passion. He 
played football as a boy, and then rugby 
and cricket as a pupil at 
Dulwich College, where 
Rupert Penry Jones was 
one of his prefects. Born 
and brought up near Purley, 
he’s also a “slightly lapsed” 
Crystal Palace supporter. 

“I was a season ticket holder 
for years, and then for about 
the last two years I’ve been 
to about one game. I’m just 
taking a break, but I’ll be 
back. I need to give them 
my full love. I can’t go in there 
half-hearted.” 

Occasionally he tunes into 
American shows like Six Feet 
Under or The West Wing. 

“But most of the time if I’m watching telly 
I’m probably watching sport. Some rugby 
match or golf or something random: 
speed skating, ski jumping. I’ll watch any 
old crap when it comes to sport, I love it.” 
Unlike so many actors, he has no desire 
to work in LA; he’d go “only to play golf”. 

“Sometimes I combine golf and 
juggling,” he muses. “It’s a rare sight.” 

But surely that’s cheating? “It depends 
if you get caught.” Well, mark my words 
- if anyone can get away with a bit 
of cheeky trickery, this man can.

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Jessica Cargill Thompson meets a south Londoner 
with Olympic ambitions for the arts - actor, director, 
choreographer and musician, Martin Duncan 


S outh London has no shortage 
of actors, directors, musicians, 
and choreographers, but 
Martin Duncan is all of these, and more. 

A veritable Renaissance man, Duncan 
has, in his 40-plus year career: trained as 
a stage manager; acted in film, TV and 
theatre; composed scores for more than 
50 productions; written the libretti for two 
more; played the piano; written his own 
shows; choreographed for the RSC; been 
director and co-writer for the National 
Theatre of Brent; run Chichester Festival 
Theatre and Nottingham Playhouse; and 


worked with the Pet Shop Boys on their 
Performance tour, and Matthew Bourne 
on The Nutcracker. 

He started directing operas in 1990 
at the invitation of Opera North. This 
summer he directs his forth production 
for Garsington Opera, which moves into 
its new home on the Getty Estate at 
Wormsely, near High Wycombe, before 
putting his multifaceted experience to 
use as one of the Artistic Advisors for 
the 2012 Olympic cultural programme. 

And yet, for someone with such an 
intimidating CV, Duncan is disarmingly 


easy going, welcoming us into his 
Clapham North home and brewing up 
a fresh pot of coffee. 

“It’ll be a pioneering season,” says 
Duncan, seated on a shocking pink 
chaise longue. “The old Garsington was 
charming, but the new one will have 
a different feel. It’s got a purpose-built 
auditorium [designed by Snell Associates] 
with room for larger audiences, and 
a proper stage, which we didn’t have 
before. And Jamie Oliver’s doing the 
catering - I do hope we get to have 
a trial run at that!” 


18 June 2011 
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For this season, Duncan is directing 
Rossini’s comic opera II Turco in Italia : ‘a 
situation comedy, an older husband and 
a younger flighty wife who fancies a Turk’. 

“Often these pieces are done as 
a knockabout romp, but I’m not quite 
doing it like that. I’m not saying it won’t 
be funny, but I’m going to try to find 
the serious core. If you take away all 
the knockabout stuff there’s something 
about relationships and marriage that’s 
worth exploring. 

“Rossini is a singer’s piece. It’s a 
chance for singers to show it’s difficult 
stuff, with all these vocal runs and very 
fast patter songs, which he loved writing.” 

II Turco is the last opera Duncan has 
booked in his diary. Once the season 
is over he’ll be focusing exclusively 
on making the 2012 Cultural Olympiad 
a success. So far, the cultural side 
to London’s Olympics has been low key 
- many people are unaware that there 
are already events going on under its 
auspices - but there’ll be no ignoring the 
main festival when it kicks off on 21 June 
next year. More than 900 events are 
planned across all art forms, including 
newly commissioned works. Participants 
include the RSC and Tate Modern, 
big-hitters such as David Hockney and 
Damon Albarn, and small community 
groups around the country challenged 
to ‘create something extraordinary’. 

“There’s been so much cynicism 
about the Olympics, but I think people 
are warming to it now. The buildings are 
really impressive. I love the Zaha Hadid 
Aquatics Centre. I’d definitely go and see 
something there.” 

As for Duncan’s plans after the 
Olympics, he says he has none. 

An impressively youthful 60 something 
(possibly down to his being a dedicated 
swimmer - he’s currently splashing about 
at Brixton Rec while Clapham Leisure 
Centre is closed for development, and 
during the summer he uses Brockwell 
Lido) he jokes that he’s tempted to retire: 
“Handling big choruses and rehearsals...

- though I’m very cross that they’ve 
closed the old one before the new one 
is ready. We’ve got farmers markets 
at Brixton, the Oval and Clapham Picture 
House. It’s incredibly quiet, apart from 
foxes yowling at night as if someone’s 
being murdered. It’s a villagey 
atmosphere, but it’s very buzzy. What 
is remarkable is that it’s only quarter 
of an hour to get into central London.” 

Born in Ealing, Duncan has lived in the 
same south London flat since 1977 when 
he “and some other starving actors” 
bought the house between them. “The 
area’s changed so much since then; it’s 
certainly been through some tough 
times,” he says. “When we bought the 
house, this was not a desirable area; 
ironically I wouldn’t be able to afford 
a house here now.”

P olo, invented around 600BC 
in Persia, spread far and wide 
with the help of colonial plantation 
owners, moustachioed cavalry officers 
and Argentine aristos. Today it is played 
on lush green fields with strings of costly 
ponies, huge champagne sponsorships 
and sizable silver trophies. 

Hardcourt bike polo, in contrast, 
is played on concrete surfaces like 
multi-storey carparks or five-a-side 
pitches. Champagne sponsorships 
are thin on the ground, but that’s done 
nothing to diminish the rapid spread 
of this underground urban sport. 


So how did pedals come to replace 
ponies? An Irishman named Richard 
Mecredy laid down rules for pursuing 
cycle polo on grass in 1891, and within 
the decade Americans and Europeans 
were playing competitively. In the autumn 
of 1901, the first international match took 
place. Ireland took on England at Crystal 
Palace and the visitors won 10-5. 

Grass bike polo was a demonstration 
sport in the 1908 London Olympics and 
its popularity continued over the next 
several decades, putting down sturdy 
roots in south London. The Norwood 
Paragon CC were national champions for 


five straight years, from 1933 to 1938. 
The sport was also played at the Herne 
Hill Velodrome; when it rained cyclists 
couldn’t race on the track but they could 
play on the grass at the centre. 

According to the London Hardcourt 
Bike Polo Association (LHBPA), grass 
bike polo went into decline over the 
second half of the 20th century, only 
to be revived in 1999 in Seattle - but 
on concrete. By 2008 it had taken hold 
in about 50 metropolitan areas. Today 
you can find it in over 220 cities, with 
an average of two new cities registering 
a bike polo scene every week. 


22 June 2011 
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Hardcourt polo debuted in London in 
2006, and the sport is now flourishing 
south of the Thames. The Cycle Coo 
celebration of cycling in Brockwell Park 
last July had bike polo demonstrations, 
while August saw the LHBPA’s inaugural 
London Open tournament attracting 
teams from 10 countries who battled it 
out on courts near Elephant & Castle. 

Should you stumble across a game, 
you’ll likely feel compelled to stop and 


the sun chasing a ball.” Matt now plays 
at least once a week, while Chunk 
sponsors both teams and tournaments. 

If you feel technology and rules in sport 
are excessive, you’ll find hardcourt polo 
refreshingly straightforward: “We keep 
it simple,” says Matt. “Three people on 
a team and no foot-downs - if you do 
the penalty is touching out at the sides.” 

In league play, the first team to score 
five points wins the game, and three

stare as the satisfying sound of ball 
on plastic is followed by a ping as the 
projectile finds a chain-link fence. There 
are high-speed chases and emergency 
stops, crashing, weaving and scrapping 
as the quarry wiggles free. Occasionally 
the ball goes airborne before being tamed 
by a pack of cyclists circling like piranhas. 

Matt Bibby, who works as a designer 
for streetwear label Chunk, remembers 
being instantly mesmerised upon first 
catching sight of bike polo three years 
ago: “I only came across the game 
because I was walking down the road 
with a couple of friends. We saw all these 
bikes kind of gracefully gliding around in 


games make a match. In tournaments, 
games are timed to end at 10 minutes. 
The only contact allowed is like-to-like 
(bike-to-bike or mallet-to-mallet). Referees 
officiate over tournament play, but regular 
meet-up games are self-policing. 

The infrastructure requirements are as 
minimal as the rulebook. An ideal court 
will have one entry point, no gaps in the 
fence where a ball can escape, a smooth 
surface without a slope, unbroken 
pavement and floodlights for winter play. 

There have been skull fractures, broken 
collarbones and split knuckles, so some 
players opt for protective gear borrowed 
from other sports, like cricket helmets 



and hockey gloves. Mallets are similarly 
improvised; shafts may include electrical 
tape, cork, bamboo and bits of golf 
clubs. The heads meanwhile are typically 
made from plastic piping requisitioned 
from building sites or roadworks. 

So you see, the absence of horseflesh 
and Veuve Clicquot is of no consequence 
to the cyclists who’ve requisitioned polo 
as their own. Throughout the year, the 
LHBPA holds league play and beginner 
sessions at several southerly spots, so 
keep an eye out when you’re strolling by 
the multi-storey carpark in Peckham or 
Quorn Road in Camberwell. “Cycling’s 
going up,” Matt observes, “and polo’s 
going through the roof.”

R ising like a phoenix from the 
ashes of the eerily deserted 
Longbridge plant is a small 
outpost of defiance. The place once 
thronged with thousands of workers 
building Austins, but the inexorable 
decline through the British Leyland years, 
the abortive collaborations with Honda 
and BMW, the financial scandal of 
the reborn Rover and finally the sale 
of the design rights and tooling to China, 
reduced Longbridge to a ghost town. 

Unbeknown to many, however, was 
a small assembly plant where, for the 
last couple of years, local workers have 
built TF sports car kits shipped in from 
China. It’s very small scale stuff, but 
the Shanghai Automotive Industrial 
Corporation (SAIC) clearly felt it was a 
production outlet that could be exploited. 
To that end, MG has launched the MG6 
batch, with a saloon version hot on its 
heels and a smaller MG3 model waiting 
in the wings. It doesn’t sound the most 
promising of recipes to crack the tough 
European market, but the MG6 has more 
than a few welcome attributes. 

At the moment there’s just one engine 


on offer; a 158bhp 1.8-litre petrol unit 
that will account for the sprint to 60mph 
in 8.4 seconds and on to a top speed 
of 120mph. As befits the badge, the 
ride/handling compromise is geared 
towards sportiness, with MG having 
benchmarked the more fun Ford Focus 
variants when tuning the suspension. 

The steering and brakes both have a 
decent amount of heft to them, although 
the manual gear change isn’t the slickest. 
Best of all is the way the MG6 can flow 
sweetly along a typical pock-marked 
British road without the thump and 
shudder of many of its rivals, yet still offer 
decent body control through corners. 

Most cars are fairly easy to judge. 

The MG6 is anything but. In certain 
regards, such as space, steering 
response and ride, it’s right up there 
with some of the better cars in the family 
hatch class, but the quality of finish 
and running costs remain some way 
off the pace. The keen pricing and strong 
equipment levels make it a car that may 
well be enjoyed by private buyers who 
don’t cover too many miles; marketing 
shorthand for ‘old’, in other words.

C harcuterie. France’s 
greatest gift to global 
gastronomy; a paean 
to every part of the pig, and 
necessity made into sublime 
gustatory delight. In the days 
before electricity, the autumn 
slaughtered pig had to last 
through the winter months, 
hence the myriad forms 
of potting, salting, air-drying 
and smoking. From the rustic 
heft of rillettes, terrines and 
andouillette (with their tang of 
the farmyard floor), to the soft 
elegance of boudin blanc, 
there’s a taste and texture 
for every palate. 

And it’s not exclusively 
Gallic; take Spanish chorizo, 
German wurst and Italian 
salami. As Londoners, we 
can revel in a European 
banquet of preserved pork 
without venturing outside the 
M25. There are the piggy 
pleasures of Bar Boulud in 
Knightsbridge and the twin 
temples of porcine perfection 
that are Terroirs and Brawn. 
Locanda Locatelli serves 
up tissue paper-thin slices 
of the sweetest culatello while 
Racine, Bistrot Bruno Loubet 
and Galvin Bistro Deluxe offer 
delectable nuggets of proper 
charcuterie deep in the 
capital’s heart.

A DELI DO 


Mention British charcuterie, 
though, and you’ll be met with 
a blank stare and incredulous 
smile. At best, our Continental 
cousins will gasp, it’s an 
oxymoron, but it’s not as 
if Britain lacks a proud pig 
culture. Up until the end 
of the 19th century, it was 
Britain’s most important beast, 
endlessly versatile, with 
minimal wastage. I once ate a 
whole pig, from snout through 
to butt (it was for a television 
programme, to prove every 
part is edible). And while 
I could live without the bile 
gland, eyeballs and ground 
up nails, we managed to find 
a recipe for every single little 
part - even a Chinese spiced 
sphincter soup, though I won’t 
be rushing back for seconds 
of that particular brew. 

“Over the last few years the 
production of cured meats in 
the UK has really taken off, 
with the likes of Trealy Farm 
leading the way,” says chef 
and restaurateur Mark Hix, 


between bites of Trealy pork 
neck. “They’re on a par with 
the rest of Europe, even Jose 
of the world famous Joselito 
in Spain couldn’t believe it 
was produced in the UK.” 

He stocks their cured meat at 
his restaurants. Hix also uses 
another British charcutier, 

The Bath Pig - “the best 
British-made chorizo I’ve 
come across”. Other good 
British producers are The Real 
Boar Company, available in 
branches of Jamie’s Italian, 
as well as Daylesford Organic, 
Harvey Nichols and La 
Fromagerie; The Suffolk 
Salami Company, stocked 
in Fortnum and Mason; and 
Laverstoke Park, available 
in Selfridges and Harrods. 

As Britain slowly regains 
its collective sense of taste, 
more and more of these 
artisan producers will spring 
up. It’s a science as much as 
an art, and this is merely the 
beginning. Just as we’ve 
rediscovered our native 


breeds of swine, and 
traditional pork butchery, so 
British charcuterie will follow. 
And in 50 years time, home- 
produced charcuterie could 
be an integral part of the 
national culinary vernacular. 
With the likes of Trealy Farm 
at the helm, the future looks 
bright. And for the true cured- 
pork lover, as happy as a pig 
in the proverbial.

This month, whip up a tasty rack of lamb with 


herby mustard crust, by Rachael Penny 




S pring lamb can be found on sale 
from March, but British lamb is in 
its prime in May and June, and it 
continues to improve right the way through 
to the end of the summer. As well as the 
flavour developing, waiting until later in the 
season means the lambs are bigger, so 
you can get more generous joints of meat. 

On a recent sunny spring Saturday in 
East Dulwich, I was queuing outside 
William Rose, the butcher on Lordship 
Lane, and decided to buy one of the racks 
of lamb from the window. Although best 
end of lamb is a fairly pricey cut, it is 
definitely worth buying as a treat. 

The joint I purchased already had the 
backbone removed and the ribs trimmed, 
so all I had to do was peel off the layer 
of fat from the meat so the crust could 
sit directly on it. 

This recipe is very simple to make, and 
as it doesn’t have too many ingredients, it 
leaves the juicy lamb to be the star of the 
show. Accompanied with salad and new 
potatoes, it’s a delicious summery dinner. 

INGREDIENTS (SERVES 2-3) 

• 1 rack (best end) of lamb 
• 2 tablespoons Dijon mustard 
• 2 tablespoons white bread crumbs 
• 2 tablespoons chopped mint and parsley 
• 1/4 teaspoon salt 

• 1 /2 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 
• 1 tablespoon soft unsalted butter 

METHOD 

1. Pre-heat the oven to 220°C/Gas Mark 7 
2. Trim off as much fat as possible 
3. Mix the mustard, breadcrumbs, herbs, 
salt, pepper and butter and spread a thin 
layer over the rounded, skinned side of the 
lamb. Chill for 30 minutes. 

4. Place crust side up in a roasting pan 
and cook for 25 minutes for a seven-cutlet 
rack (less for five or six cutlets). The result 
will be pink, slightly underdone lamb. 

5. Slice and serve with the butter and 
juices from the pan poured over the top.

t’s picnic season! From Dulwich Park to my stamp of a back 
garden - it’s time to set out your tablecloth and drinks. But 
before you open the patio doors, I suggest setting the mood 
with a classy sherry like Gutierrez Colosia Puerto Fino, Puerto de 
Santa Maria, Spain (Green & Blue £10.50). Whisk from the fridge 
and serve alone over ice, or alongside a chunk of sheep’s cheese. 
From the Palomono Fino grape, it is delicate; perfumed with a hint 
of almond and blossom. They advise we drink it in one sitting, 
an instruction I’m only too happy to obey! 

Once correctly aperitifed, we move on to the Douro region of 
Portugal with a velvety, dark ruby red. Niepoort’s aptly labelled 
Drink Me, 2008 (£10.50 from Lea & Sandeman) would suit Lewis 
Carroll down to the ground. Blackberry, blackcurrant and spice, 
a long finish with perfect acidity and balanced tannins. Niepoort’s 
USP is creating ‘easy drinking wines that retain the complexity 
of classic Douro wines’ - and they certainly do. 

And now to France, for a really rocking rich red - Le FaTte Rouge, 
Saint Mont, 2007 (£16.99 from Adnams Cellar & Kitchen). A full 
fruity nose, loads of plum, blackcurrant and oak with a hint of 
vanilla, it leaves your taste buds wanting more. Really gorgeous 
- perfect with a barbie of red meats and hunky guests (or did 
I mean hunky meats and red guests?). 

And while we’re engaged in summer alfresco sipping, segue 
into a pink and pretty rose, with Gallo Family White Zinfandel 
(Tesco Express £4.67) - essential for inexpensive all-day drinking. 
Just off dry, in a refreshing way, 
with oodles of zingy raspberries 
and strawberries. And at 9%, 
it’s not too strong in the hot sun. 

Safely sexy and perfect to 
drench one’s nougat ice cream 
before donning the all-forgiving 
burkini a la Nigella Lawson.

I y other half loves a steak, and 
will order one practically every 
I time we eat out. So, since 
Monday evening at Locale is steak night, 
with a jolly 50% off prime juicy cuts, I had 
a pretty good idea what he’d be ordering 
on our visit. But would you believe it, 
he went and ordered the seabass! 

So, with the notion of steak firmly 
etched on my mind, I went for the 7oz 
flat-iron - a cut I’ve never tried before. 

It was also the only English beef, and

I worried I’d have been better 
off with the Argentinean sirloin or 
Scotch rib-eye (my royal wedding- 
inspired patriotism doesn’t seem to 
extend to cattle), but my concern 
was unfounded. While not the most 
tender cut, it is full of flavour and 
served perfectly medium-rare pink over 
sauteed, salted spuds with rosemary. 
Simple, honest and wholly delicious. 

The boyfriend’s seabass fillet with 
mussels, clams and herbs and wilted 
spinach was equally impressive - fresh, 
fuss free and enough to satisfy a rugby 
player (well, with the addition of some 
French fries and a chunk of my steak). 

We had preceded the main event with 
a spring special superfood salad (pan¬ 
fried mackerel, Castelluccio lentils, cherry 


tomatoes, rocket, watercress and lemon 
and horseradish dressing - a little larger 
than I had anticipated, and perhaps 
the mackerel-to-lentil ratio could be 
redressed in favour of the fish), and 
delectable king scallops wrapped in 
pancetta, pan-fried and served with 
pumpkin puree, kale, garlic and chilli 
dressing. A lovely sweet-salty balance. 

And for dessert, we sampled the 
raspberry and yoghurt mousse on a soft 
almond sponge (new on the menu for 
spring and fabulous - not too heavy; 
not too light) and the black forest with 
flourless chocolate biscuit (nowhere near 
the 80s gateaux version - though I am 
partial to that - but a fine mix of glace 
cherries, forest fruits, rich chocolate and 
spongy biscuit). Very impressive.

B attersea High Street had an eerie 
excitement surrounding it on the 
night a friend and I visited; it was 
28 April and preparations for the Royal 
Wedding Street Party had begun. The 
BBC London Radio bus was parked 
on the road and Manny was doing the 
rounds of the restaurant - our attentive 
waiter informed us that Manny likes to 
read out the specials himself. As well 
as the restaurant menu, there’s also a 
bar menu - perfect for after work drinks, 
or a lighter lunch. 

My fellow diner’s sauteed scallops were 


juicy and plump while my tiger prawn 
tempura was small but packed with 
flavour - and a smaller starter was 
recommended, given what I was gearing 
up for in terms of mains: the Chez Many 
cassoulet. The meatiest, heartiest dish 
I’ve ever been faced with. That’s ham 
hock, Toulouse sausage with duck confit 
in a rosemary, tomato and tarbais bean 
stew. Definitely one for a chilly day - 
when you have starved yourself for 
a considerably long time (Manny had 
warned me of its size). But it tasted so 
lip-smackingly good I don’t regret my 


choice, just the waste of good food. 

My friend kept it simple, with a lovely, 
rich confit duck leg (that was about the 
right size). A shared dessert (it was a 
royal celebration, after all) and we were 
fit to head home, my friend having to 
practically roll me out of the restaurant. 

And if that hasn’t tempted you down 
there, take this: Chez Manny’s sense 
of community, quality of food, wine 
and service makes it one of the most 
attractive restaurants in south London.

NO PARENT OF A TALENTED BOY OR GIRL SHOULD 
NECESSARILY BELIEVE THAT A GOOD INDEPENDENT 
SCHOOL EDUCATION IS BEYOND THEIR MEANS 

Even at Eton College? Head Master Tony Little explains 
to Mark Kebble why this isn’t a pipe dream 


M ention the name Eton College 
and among the admiring nods, 
there are sure to be a few 
people who see it as an impenetrable 
fortress. As I wander freely around the 
College’s grounds searching for the 
Porter’s Lodge, I expect to be hauled 
back at any second - but all that’s 
forthcoming is a nod in the right direction. 

“It is pretty important to make Eton as 
an institution feel more open,” smiles 
Tony Little, current Head Master of the 
College. “I rather felt as a community we 
were a little defensive about relationships 
with the outside world, so in a whole 
number of ways we have tried to make 
the place feel more connected. If you live 
residential^ full-time in a busy place, it’s 
quite easy sometimes to be in a bubble.” 

Sitting in Little’s plush office, it feels like 
we are in our very own bubble away from 
the busyness of life outside. Boys, in their 
dapper uniforms, walk briskly from class 
to class, hands full with books and 
folders. They look keen, full of belief and - 
dare I say it - like the elite that Eton has 
the reputation for. “In a way it is,” Little 
responds to the point, “but what we need 
to do is reclaim the word elite. 

“We live in a very strange society where 
it is possible to talk with impunity about 
elitism in football, but not in medicine or 
plumbing or other aspects of life. I would 
like the plumber I engage to be an elite 
plumber - it’s to do with excellence. And 
we are unashamed that excellence is at 
the heart of what we do. The word has 
become muddied of course by the notion 
of social exclusion and that is an 
important issue. Eton is more of a mixed 
clientele than most people would 
appreciate.” 



Little will be appearing at the inaugural 
Archant Good Schools Show to express 
this very point. In year 6 (age 11), a 
conditional place offered for entry to Eton 
in year 9 can lead to a bursary award; in 
year 8 (age 13), a boy with great 
academic strength from any educational 
background can win a King’s Scholarship, 
or a New Foundation Scholarship for 
boys straight from state maintained 
schools (also age 13) and an outstanding 
musician with good academic qualities 
can win a Music Scholarship; and in year 
11 (age 16), UK students expected to 
gain outstanding GCSE results can 
compete for a Sixth Form Scholarship. 

For each of the 1,300 boys who are 
currently fortunate enough to study in the 
Eton way, it must be truly inspiring having 
such a man as Tony Little running the 
College. Despite having long forgotten 
the joys of learning, even I left his office 
feeling like anything was achievable. “If 
there is a degree of commonality,” he 
says when attempting to define the 
typical Eton boy, “then it’s the belief you 
can make a difference.” 

And if your boy - or girl when it comes 
to the exhibiting schools at The Archant 
Good Schools Show - falls into this 
category, then listen to this voice of 
reason. “The message to get across is it 
is well worth having a look around. When 
we say it people think it’s a complete 
joke, but actually, it is true...”

Helena Rivera of A Small Studio architects recently renovated 
her Brixton home. Living South gets a guided tour... 


I live here with my two young boys 
and my husband Hernando, who is 
a journalist at BBC World Service. 

I also work from here - I built a small 
studio in the garden so the house is 
frequently used for meetings with 
suppliers, subcontractors and the 
collaborators I work with. 

I bought the house in summer 2006. 

It had been on the market for a long 
time - no one wanted it. There were 
three young students living here and 
it felt more like a university dorm than 
a home. Nonetheless there was light 
streaming into every room, and the 
grand double-height window on the 
stairs immediately seduced me. It felt 
like a very special find. 

We lived in the house for six months 
first to gauge what needed to be done 
and how we wanted to use the space. 

It’s not a very practical house because 
it’s spread over three storeys with 
a small floorplan on each level. We 
quickly decided it would have to be 
distributed as ‘vertical living’. The ground 
floor would become a space for cooking, 


eating and entertaining, the first floor 
for family living (with a ‘yellow room’ for 
the kids by day, and a home cinema by 
night) and the hallway would become a 
compact library. The second floor would 
be left as the sleeping area, with two 
bedrooms, lots of new storage and a 
light, fresh material palette to play with 
the cosy dormer windows. 

THE UNUSUAL REGENCY 

FEATURES AND PROPORTIONS 
OF THE HOUSE SEDUCED ME. 

I WANTED TO HIGHLIGHT 
THESE WITHOUT GIMMICKS 

The decoration was really important in 
this project. The unusual regency features 
and proportions of the house really 
seduced me and I wanted to highlight 
these without using gimmicks or turning 
it into a pastiche of regency style. The 
space has been made to feel more 
generous by decorating it with small 
furniture and flexible pieces that can be 


easily moved around. The strategy was 
to decorate in a simple, pure and light 
palette and design bespoke furniture 
to minimize the impact of storage units. 

I did quite a bit of research on the 
Regency period and really fell for the 
proportions, simplicity and purity of the 
era. I go to Lassco for inspiration. Danish 
1950’s interiors influenced the choice of 
furniture and Victorian tessellated 
floor patterns inspired the tiling. 

I think the ground floor kitchen, 
dining and sitting room is my 
favourite. I love the double aspect 
light of the room and the paintings. 
The art deco sideboard that doubles 
up as a kitchen unit is a particular 
favourite for its beautiful rounded 
woodwork. It’s also a room that changes 
a lot depending on who’s at home. My 
husband and I encourage an ‘open door’ 
policy where friends, neighbours and 
family are constantly coming in and out, 
and the space lends itself well, allowing 
us the flexibility we need.

Gardener, writer, broadcaster and West Dulwich resident Matthew Wilson 
on why things are not always rosy in the garden 


I t isn’t surprising that roses are such 
popular plants given the beauty of 
their flowers and the power of their 
perfume. In fact, in polls of gardeners 
and non-gardeners alike, they are almost 
always at or near the top of favourite 
garden plants. 

I’m no more immune to their charms 
than anyone else, 
except for one 
very important 
distinction: I love 
roses, but I really 
don’t care for 
rose gardens. 

The reason for 
my aversion is that, while roses grown 
with other roses might look great for 
a few weeks of the year, the rest of 
the time they look a shambles; a mass 
of lanky stems topped with a tassel 
of mildew and black-spot ridden leaves, 
and nothing but dusty, thin soil beneath. 
Okay, I may be painting an overly 


negative picture, but I’m sure we’ve all 
seen plenty of geriatric rose beds fitting 
that description, especially in London, 
where the comparatively dry weather 
and heavy clay soil (roses love sunshine, 
but prefer a good, nutrient rich soil with 
plenty of body to it) means they have long 
been a garden favourite in the capital. 


To me, the best thing to do with roses 
is to treat them just like other flowering 
shrubs and grow them with a range 
of plants: flowering perennials, grasses, 
bulbs and, of course, other shrubs. 
Grown in this way, roses come into their 
own as the beautiful, fragrant plants they 
are, with their shortcomings delicately 


covered up by the companion plants 
around them. There are some roses I just 
wouldn’t be without; the old fashioned 
shrub rose, Rosa Roseraie de I’Hay, 
which has deep crimson, velvety flowers 
and a fragrance that makes me think of 
my great aunt’s rose petal perfume, and 
the even more heavily scented Gertrude 
Jekyll, which 
repeat flowers 
its deep pink 
blooms right 
through summer. 
And lastly, Rosa 
glauca, which 
isn’t much in the 
flowering department - it has small, shell- 
pink flowers, followed by hips that start 
brown then ripen to red - but has the 
most wonderful foliage; thunder cloud 
grey above, dark dusky pink beneath.
